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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 17, 18, 19a, and 19b should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are further objected to because figure 17 contains details which are not 
discussed. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns,"

4. A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) 
because as filed, the specification is replete with grammatical errors and awkward syntax. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute specification must 
be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the immediate prior version of 
the specification of record. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by underlining 
the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except that 
double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by 
being placed within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An 
accompanying clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the specification of 
record is not considered a change that must be shown. 
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5. A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied by a 
statement that it contains no new matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the dale of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-8 and 21-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawabe et al (6032342). 

Kawabe teaches an apparatus (Figures) for spreading bundled fibers in an orderly manner 
(Figure 3) into a sheet comprising multiple feed rolls (Figure 23) wound with bundled fibers and 
a carding unit in multiple stages to draw the fibers and subject an orthogonal heated (would be 
heated due to heat of machine) air flow (42, 43) to the fibers, then wind, the apparatus having a 
frame forming a fluid flow path having either fixed or revolving cylindrical supporting parts (45, 
46). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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9. Claims 9-14 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kawabe. 

Kawabe essentially teaches the invention as detailed above, but fails to specifically teach 
arranging the feed rolls with their axis vertical. It would have been obvious, however, to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to have utilized such an 
arrangement, so as to simplify the machine. By placing the rolls in a vertical orientation, the 
ordinarily skilled artisan would enable easy removal of spent rolls by only having to provide a 
post for revolving about, as compared to horizontal roll orientation which would require some 
sort of lip on the post to maintain the feed roll on the post without drifting off. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kawabe et al (20060137156) and Lujan (6684468) both teach what is well known in 
the art.
